Studying the Site 
Landscape architects today,

cording to Guy Lee, partner in the 
firm of Harold Hill Blossom, custom- 


arily take several distinct steps in 
accomplishing the perfect garden for 
a client. First they study both the 
client and his garden site. They 
_ learn what dominant idea for.a gar- 
den has been carried by the client 
across the years, possibly from child- 
hood. They discover, as a rule, that | 
no client is without at least one. 
reasonably determined idea concernh-.| 
ing the shape of the garden or the. 
treatment or arrangement of certain | 
shrubs and the grouping of flowers. 
Then the architect plans the new 
scheme as a whole, working out the 
detils which combined, make up the 
ultimate design. | 

At once the design for the whole 
must mirror the client’s idea] gar- 
den and must, as well, conform to 
well-founded gardening ideals. The 
making of the working plans is very 
important, for it embodies the ideas 
of the designer, vet is sufficiently 
oo suipy to conform to cost neces- | 
sities | 


Grading and Planting 

The grading and planting, the 
working out of separate details is. 
important. Often hum-drum drawings 
and scale plans must be ntade before 
the final step, the actual construction | 
of the garden, can be begun. And it is | 
the last moment changes in placing, | 
little changes perhaps in themselves, | 
that are the mark of-the designer in| 
the completed garden. becoming to | 
the garden what the maker's mark is | 
to pewter.

“When the movement was first 
started against compulsory vaccina- 
tion and to shake off the domination 
of mandatory medication, we were 
severely criticized by public opinion 
generally,” she said, adding: “Today 
this same public opinion is widely 
indorsing the work being done and 
the vigorous campaign waged to 
maintain the individual rights 
against state medical control. 

“The surprising thing is that so 
much has been ac plished as al- 
ready has when one considers that 
the plea of required vaccination, for 
example, has been taught in school 
books, and enforced in most public 
schools for years. But today reports 
are continually reaching me telling 
of the formation of new anti-vaccina- 
tion societies, or renewed opposition 
to such regulations, and of signifi- 
cant victories for medical freedom. 

“There are those who feel that 
reading a_few verses out 
Bible to school 
them, but stil] they will tolerate the 
teaching of the most debatable medi- 
cal practices which the children. not 


knowing otherwise, are inclined to. 


accept. I look forward to the day 
when medical compulsion will be 
entirely eliminated from the schcols. 
and I do not believe that it will be 
many years.” 

Conditons in Europe 


Having traveled extensively in Eu- 
rope, Miss Williams pointed out that 
the opposition to vivisection in 
France has had marked growth since 
the war. She said that in both France 
and Belgium leading physicians were 
condemning this practice, and simi- 
larly. in England. 

“The good which can te gained 
from the teaching of kindness to ani- 
mals to children cannot be too 
strongly emphasized. There is no 
better opportunity to make clear to 


them the simple ethical lessons than | 


in this work. Their interest is ob- 
tained instantly because of a child’s 
hatural fondness for animals*and the 
lesson long will be remembered for 
this reason.” 

At the New England Anti-Vivisec- 
tion Society meeting today Miss Wil- 
liams spoke along similar lines, in- 
dicating the substantial progress 
which is being made.

This is true of Bryn Maar College where

active in this sport. 


Probably one reason why the sport 
of archery is not In the public eye to 
the extent that many other sports are 
is because it is not a well organized 
sport.

JHE Musical Studio of the Mos- 

cew Art Theater is a sort of 

bridge between old and new tend- 
encies in Russian dramatic art. The 
members of the Musical Studio in 
their acting show all the polish and 
finesse that characterizes the pro- 
duction of the parent organization; 
they avoid the more stupid and gro- 
tesque excesses and mannerisms 
that one finds in the work of some 
of the innovators of the contem- 
porary Russian stage. 

But, without being carried away 
by the new tendencies, the Musical 
Studio has shown a dispositgon to 
respond to the influence of such ex- 
perimenting stage-directors as Meier- 
hold and Tairov. By working over 
some of the new ideas in acting 
and stagecraft it has contrived to 
impart in its performances a high 
measure of liveliness and flexibility, 
qualities which doubtless help to 
explain the great popularity of the 
Musical Studio with the Moscow 
theater-going public. 

Probably the most original achieve- 
ment of the Musica] Studio is its pro- 
duction of the “Lysistrata” of Aris- 
tophanes.

Boris Hambourg Gives 


Historical Cello Recitals 


TORONTO, April 24 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—Boris Hambourg has 
prepared a series of five historical 
violoncello recitals to illustrate the 
literature of the instrument from the 
beginnings to the present day, which 
he is presenting week by week before 


large audiences. The seri¢s will re- 
call the five historical concerts that 
Ernest Hutcheson gave up and down 
the country a few seasons ago, deal- 
ing with the literature of the piano. 
Mr. Hambourg has brought a simi- 
lar ripe musicianship to the arrange- 
ment of his study of the history of the 
cello. He confines his programs en- 
tirely to original compositions for the 
violoncello. 

The first recital, dealing with the 
Italian masters, represented a great 
deal of research in the musical past, 
and contained five compositions 
which have been first played in mod- 
ern times by Boris Hambourg, so far 
as can be ascertained. Several of 
these numbers have been found in 
European archives, where they were 
buried for many years, and copied 
from the original manuscripts. 
Others have been secured from 
ancient editions. 

Of these five novelties, “Ricercare” 
(dated 1689) by Domenico Gabrieli, 
who was born in Bologna in 1649 and 
acted as first organist of St. "s, 
Venice, attracted considerable atten- 
tion, not because of its inherent beau- 
ties, but because it is said to be: the 
first original composition written for 
the cello. The longest of the num- 
bers was a coneerto by Niccold Por- 
pora, the famous Italian teacher of 
singing during the first half of the 
eighteenth century. It seemed very 
formal and quaint, but was not with- 
out its gracious passages of stilted 
melody. The other three numbers 
were “Gavotta” by Stefano Galeotti, 
“La Zampogna” (The Bagpipe) by 
Giuseppe dail Abacé and “Allegris- 
simo” by Salvatore Lanzetti, all be- 
longing to the eighteenth century. 

The second recital dealt with “The 
Classics,” and the subjects of the 
others yet to be given, are “The Ro- 
mantics,”” “1850-1920” and “The 
Moderns.” -

“Childe Harold,” then, is no or- 
dinary pilgrimage. It does happen to 
be the most wonderful travel poem 
in literature. Written at the very 
time when the foundations of the 
acute national rivalries of the nine- 
teenth, century were being formed 
(Canto III was penned just after 
Waterloo), the poem was an eloquent 
plea for international sympathy and 
understanding: I do not mean that 
Byron had formulated even in his 
own thought the ideal of a. com- 
munity of nations or a united states 
of Europe. Compared with Words- 
worth and Shelley, he was weak in 
his sense of universal brotherhood. 
But, in his eagerness and capacity 
for entering into the thought of other 
races, in his generous. enthusiasm 
and his 
actual interpretation of their spirit 
he revealed at least to his fellow 
countrymen a new international out- 


look.

Although “Childe Harold” con- 
stitutes his most memorable contri- 
bution to the cause of interracial un- 
derstanding, many of. the other 
poems, certainly most of the longer 
ones included in the dramas, draw 
their themes and plots from other 
lands. Byron was a true-born Eng- 
lishman, but aside from the short 
lyrics practically every one of his 
poems embodies the “chivalry, his- 
tory, and fable” (as he himsélf said) 
of other peoples. A concordance of 
the personal and geographical names 
which has been recently prepared 
(and which I have been fortunate 
enough to examine) shows more than 
six thousand references of this na- 
ture, and of these the overwhelming 
majority are not English. As we gur- 
vey the columns of this concordance 
we can see at a glance how rich are 
these allusions in color and associa- 
tions. May this not explain much of 
the abiding popularity of Byron on 
the Continent? We know among Eng- 
lish poets he stands next to Shake- 
speare in Huropean fame, and we 
have been assured that he owes his 
position to the fact that he can be so 
readily translated into other tongues. 
But may there not be a deeper rea- 
son? May not the people of Eu 
appreciate his broad European sym- 
pathies? Are they not grateful for hié 
insight into the best in their eiviliga- 
tions and for the eloquent portrayal 
of their glories? 

At all events, Byron showed. that 
the heritage of one people is thé 
heritage of all, and that mutual ap- 
preciation is the first essential step 
on the road that leads to inter- 
national friendship. If we have 
learned this lesson imperfectly, Lord 
Byron can still point out the way.

DICTIONARY states that “tact 
A implies ‘delicate and sympa- 
thetic perception, especially of 
what is fit, graceful, or considerate 
under given circumstances.” Tact is 
one of the finer mental qualities, and is 
found in the nature that is universally 
kind...As kindliness is the child of 
that great parent-quality of thought, 
love, so tact, too, may be.said to be 
the offspring of love. Tact tends to 
smooth out the wrinkles, to calm and 
restore peace, and to pour healing 
balm on many a troubled situation. 
Can we find a better definition of 
tact than that given by the wise man 
in Proverbs, “A word fitly spoken is 
like apples of gold in pictures of sil- 
ver”? Who among us does not count, 
among his friends or acquaintances, 
someone whom he always thinks of 


as saying the right word at the right 
moment; one who is an ever welcome 
guest? Perhaps we, too, have longed 
to be like this friend, but have set 
ourselves down in the catalogue of 
those not so gifted. Every right moral 
quality of thought, however, has its 
birth in the source of all good, God, 
divine Mind, who gives impartially to 
all His children. Through knowing 
this we can begin to cherish and ex- 
press everything that is lovely and 
lovable, and bring these qualities into 


‘our Own everyday human experiences. 
Candor and frankness have their 
place when questions of right or 


.sion. In most cases where correction 
of what another has done seems nec- 
essary, it may be given in a tactful, 
discerning way, so that the one under 
rebuke may not even know it was 
being given for his benefit, while at 
the same time he may learn the 
needed lesson.

Canadlan Bond Issues 


A number of Canadian Government 
bond issues are being placed in New 
York, the most important of these, 
during the last week, having been that 
of the Province of Ontario, which sold 
320,000,000 of 3%2 per cent one and 
two-year Treasury bonds to a United 
States syndicate, the price being 98.65. 
The proceeds are for maturing issues. 
The sales of Canadian bonds in the

turn to the gold standard, which 
means that Canada will do likewise, 
though such action on Canada’s part 
will not be hurried. “ 

The réturn of the United Kingdom 
and Canada to the gold standard 
should have a beneficial effect on the 
export trade of the United States, for 
in proporticn as their currencies ap- 
proach to a parity in the United States 
the stronger becomes their purchasing 
power there. 

Trade settlements between Canada. 
the United Kingdom and the United 
States taking a triangular form. the 
movement of these currenciés is of 
much interest in this country. 

On the year’s trade and financial 
operations there is a large baiance 
against Canada in favor of the United 
States, while at the same time there 
is a large favorable balance in favor 
of Canada as against the United King- 
dom. Canada settles with the United 
States through the transfer of her bal- 
ance in Londom to New York.

SWISS RADIO 


Tudustry te Gaining in 
the Alpine Nation, 
Says Report 


‘WASHINGTON, April 28—Although 
Switzerland for many years has 
ranked high in the production of 


electrical appliances and apparatus 
the Swiss manufacturers of such 
articles were unable to share ap- 
preciably in the lucrative trade in 
_Yadio receiving sets and parts until 
recently, according to consular ad- 
vices ‘to the Department of Com- 
merce. Even now the Swiss manu- 
facturers cannot compete success- 
fully in the matter of price on the 
Swiss market with radio products of 
America, France, Germany and Eng- 
land, and American manufacturers of 
high quality apparatus with receiv- 
ing tadius up to one thousand miles 
should still be able to market their 
products successfully on the Swiss 
market despite the growing tend- 
ency of purchasers to favor Swiss 
apparatus because of its known 
quality. 

During the peries of experimenta- 
tion in the radio industry the Swiss 
manufacturers of electrical appara- 
tus were content to leave the field to 
others. Consequently, when the pro- 
duction of radio sets and parts 
became profitable the Swiss manufac- 
turers found themselves practically 
excluded from the trade by. existing 
pategjs. Lack of capital also 
restricted their activities in this new 
industry. 

However, during the years 1923 
and 1924 the Swiss producers slowly 
gained a foothold in the industry, 
working on a royalty basis with for- 
eign patents. Handicapped by the 
necessity of paying royalties and by 
high wages, the manufacturers de- 
voted their energies, and with great 
success, to producing apparatus of 
a superior quality, and in so doing 
gained, by the latter part of 1924. 
the lead in the home market despite 
the prices. Foreign producers greatly 
aided the Swiss manufacturers of 
radio apparatus by exporting to 
Switzerland instruments of inferior 
quality. The Swiss manufacturers 
are now producing sets with a re- 
ceiving radius of approximately 1000 
miles, which retail at from $60 
to $200. 

In certain radio parts, such as 
porcelain insulators, loudspeakers, 
and tubes, foreign products still hold 
the lead on the Swiss market. 


GOVERNMENT STUDIES 
RADIO PHENOMENA 


Bureau of Standards Engaged 
in Important Work 


WASHINGTON, April 28 — The 
continuing expansion in the uses of 
radio and the unexpected phenomena 
encountered in the very high fre- 
quencies now so extensively em- 
ployed make important the determi- 
nation of the laws governing radio 
transmission, says the Bureau of 
Standards. Discussing this matter 
in further detail, the bureau says: ~ 


Fuller knowledge of these phe- 
nomena is necessary before radio can 
fully grapple with the limitations at 
present imposed upon it by atmos- 
pheric oe interference. 
and fading. this end a number of 
university asf other laboratories are 
engaging in a measurement program 
under the dftection of the bureau. 

work includes measurements of 

ld intensity, fading, direction vari- 
ation, and atmospheric disturbances, 
at the broadcast and higher fre- 
quencies. 

The first series of observations 
was made in connection with the 
solar eclipse of Jan. 24. Co-operat- 
ing in the program initiated by G. 
W. Pickard, quantitative measure- 
ments of the signal intensity varia- 
tions and directional shifts of trans- 
mission from several stations were 
conducted by the Bureau of Stand- 
ards and a number of other labora- 
tories, most of them in the north- 
eastern part of the United States 
and southern part of Canada. 
Records were made on the morning 
of the eclipse and, for comparison 
purposes, on two days before and 
two days after. These observations 
showed that the eclipse gave risé to 
effects intermediate between those 
characterizing day and night. Much 
interest was stimulated in the meas- 
urement work and an increasing 
number of laboratories are prepar- 
ing apparatus for participation in 
the further work. 

In a second series of observations 
started on March 24 the object of 
study was the marked changes of 
transmission occurring at sunset. All 
participants concentrated on the 
transmission of a single radiocastine 
station, WGY of the General Elec- 
tric Company, Schenectady, N. Y., 
during the 24% hours centering ap- 
proximately at sunset. In order to 
include a variety of weathér condi- 
tions, measurements were made on 
six days scattered over the period of 
March 24 to April 2. The results 
of these observations, which have 
just closed, will be studied and a re- 
port issued ata later Ume.

* CHADBOURNE, N. a. April 18 
(Special Correspondence) — Straw- 
berry growers of North Carolina are 
now in the midst of harvesting and 
shipping the State’s record crop of 
berries. Unusually good prices for 
their produce are reported. It is 
estimated that the berry crop will 
sell for more than $2,500,000. 

Unusually good weather condi- 
tions and the assistance of the state 
Department of Labor and Printing 
in obtaining a “mobile army” of 
Negro pickers for work in the fields 
are considered two of the most im- 
portant factors. 

This mobile army of pickers will 
be used in the cucumber fields and 
in other truck harvesting centers 
when the strawberry season comes 
to an end. This is the first time this

The basis 
of the compass, instead, is a small 
dynamo, in which the usual coils of 
wire are rotated, but in which the 
place of the usual pairs of magnets 
is taken by the magnetic forces of 
the earth. 

Shows Slight Deviations 


With this compass, engineers said, 
an aviator has a device for making 
the coil spiri at a certain angle when 
he wants to fiy in a certain direc- 


tion. As long as his airplane files 


éxactly in that direction, the needle 
of the méter will point to zero. If 
he gets off the direct line, however, 
a current is immediately set up in 
the compass coils and the needle 
registers it. Then he can swérve 
back until the needle again registers 
zero. 

Thus the aviator knows that a city 
to which he wishes to fly lies in a 
certain direction. He can set his 
compass, and without seeing any 
landmarks, can tell at all times 
whether he is flying on that line. 

As a result of tests with this com- 
pass at McCook Field, Dayton, O., 
some are to be used on the army air- 
planes picked to make the trans- 
Pacific flight. 

The compass also is being made 
in a slightly varied model for use on 
ships, as it .operatés much more 
quickly than the gyroscope compass 
now in general use.

The sweeping victory of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg in the German elections Sunday 
will be looked upon by 
~ the world outside as de- 
plorable. It does not 
mean that this veteran 
militarist and devoted 
idolator of the monarchy 
has been chosen to a 
place in which he can, 
3 under’ the 
deputed to him, do much toward the establish- 
ment of his ideals. In Germany the President 
possesses little power, his position therein differ- 
ing materially from that of the President of the 
United States. He resembles rather a consti- 
tutional monarch, for whose actions the min- 
isters of the day are responsible. 

Nominally he is the head of the army, but he 
cannot add: one soldier to the military estab- 
lishment. Without his consent the military 
cannot be called out to aid the civil power, but 
he cannot himself call it out except under defi- 
nitely specified conditions. Officially’ he has lit- 
tle or no voice in Government decisions. A 
clever politician in his position might materi- 
ally affect governmental policies, as have so 
many Presidents of the United States; but 
General von Hindenburg is not a politician, and 
owes his present position to the fact that his 
distinguished name and widely known person- 
ality were seized upon by a very keen political 
group to advance their own interests. Neither 
his intellectual characteristics nor his advanced 
age give reason to anticipate any sinister politi- 
cal activities on his part. 

He may have, and doubtless has, an emotional 
interest in the Hohenzollern family, but the 
Republic is not easily to be shaken. Strong 
vested interests have grown up around it. The 
industrialists do not desire to lose the political 
influence it has given them. The old ruling 
families are destitute of any popular repre- 
sentative to head a revolution, unless the Crown 
Prince be capable of assuming such leadership, 
and all intelligent Germans recognize the im- 
possibility of any early appeal to force with a 
view to overwhelming the military preponder- 
ance of the Allies. 

Germany, of course, had a perfect right to 
elect her own President, irrespective of the 
chorus of disapproval which it may be expected 
to raise from the rest of the world. Her action 
is not without precedent. After a long war the 
first tendency of reaction is toward former mili- 
tary chiefs. In the United States it was a quar- 
ter of a century after the close of the Civil War 
before the dominant Republican Party ventured 
to nominate a man for the Presidency who had 
not been a considerable figure in that conflict. 
The defeated states of the Confederacy elected 
their generals as United States senators and 
as governors. The present political state of

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Germany is, however, more nearly parallel to 


that of France in 1873, where in the aftermath 
of defeat the people turned to General Mac- 
Mahon, militarist and monarchist, as President 
of the Republic. 

, And yet while all these things are kept in 
mind, the Hindenburg election does possess 
qualities which may well unsettle European con- 
fidence. It is not what he can or may do within 
the scope of his official: powers, but rather the 
nature of the political sentiment indicated by 
his election, which is menacing. It will cause 
the reflection that the German mentality is un- 
changed since 1914. Unquestionably French 
militarism will be strengthened within that 
Nation, and be given a plausible excuse in the 
eyes of the world, by the German action. The 
willingness of the strong financial nations to aid 
in Germany’s rehabilitation may be measurably 
lessened. German bonds, issued under the 
Dawes plan, dropped 1%, points on the New 
York market, but recovered partially during 
the day. 

It is but a few weeks since the world was 
looking toward the early admission of Ger- 
many into the League of Nations. Will its new 
President renew the negotiations to that end 
and if he does, will those nations that were 
willing to welcome a seemingly peace-seeking 
Germany into their brotherhood be equally 
desirous of fraternity with a people who have 
chosen for their President a monarchist and a 
militarist? What President von Hindenburg 
shall do, particularly with reference to Ger- 
manys application to the League, will be of 
supreme importance in its effect on the con- 
fidence of the rest of the world. 
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Sentiments as commendable as those which 
have well-nigh outlawed the cruel practice of 
docking, curbing and 
otherwise disfiguring 
horses, have moved the 
organized veterinarians 
in at least two of the 
American states — New 
York and Wisconsin—to 
refuse to continue the 
cruelties inflicted by the 
clipping of dogs’ ears. As a part of the latter 
movement, the American Kennel Club has 
been urged to refuse recognition to any animal 
with clipped ears in any authorized dog show: 

While this new activity is separate and dis- 
tinct from that which has long been expressed 
in provisions for the care and comfort of home- 
less or otherwise distressed domestic animals, 
it is distinctly in line with the general policy 
which a better understanding of man’s duty 
to those creatures which are useful to him in 
industry or pleasant to him in his associations 
has brought about. It would be interesting to 
know, if that fact could be ascertained, how 
many once homeless and deserted dogs are to- 
day being housed and cared for as welcome 
companions by individuals and families who 
have sought them out and rescued them from 
their unhappy predicament. It is safe to say 
that thousands, and perhaps many thousands, 
of such animals have found asylum and kind- 
negs after tribulations which no creature should 
ever be compelled to endure. 

Few who have been persuaded to extend 
what may have been supposed to be a one-sided 
hospitality to a homeless dog have ever felt 
that the obligation incurred was not mutual. 
These waifs, no matter what their lineage or 
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previous condition, seldom fail to repay, and 
more than repay, the kindness shown them. 
It would be impossible to convince the consid- 
erate provider of such a harbor that an animal 
cannot express gratitude. It may be that ani- 
mals, like humans, sometimes fail to appreciate 
those blessings aud comforts which come to 
them apparently as a matter of course and un- 
asked. We are all inclined to accept quite com-~ 
placently all the good things which come to 
us, and are as ready to regard complainingly 
any diminution of the expected inpouring. It is 
unfortunate that only by deprivation, or by the 
infliction of some self-imposed penalty, do some 
of us learn to appreciate the good things that 
are rightfully ours. 

It is unfortunate, first of all, that any person 
morally charged with the duty of caring for 
and protecting a dumb animal should find it 
possible to desert or send adrift one of these. 
It is equally deplorable that the exigencies of 
the case, or the rules established for the con- 
duct of animal refuges, should make it neces- 
sary to dispose of impounded or deserted dogs 
until every effort has been made to provide 
homes for them. Those animals that have been 
rescued, and which have made their way into 
the hearts of their new-found friends, have 
barely escaped summary extermination. Every 
day, almost, offers an opportunity for the re- 
claiming or rescue of a helpless animal. There 
can be no more profitable investment. A dog 
which finds a home and friends begins to pay 
dividends from the first day. 
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A convincing plea for the development of a 
code of “international law which may be 
deemed to be a record 
of the judgments of the 
conscience of mankind” 
was made by Charles 
International | Evans Hughes, former 

|| Secretary of State in 
Codes | President Coolidge’s 
J} Cabinet, in his opening 
address before the Amer- 
ican Society of International Law at its annual 
meeting in Washington. This statement of an 
international or world code, he pointed out, 
must result from a series of conferences partici- 
pated in by the nations of both the Old World 
and the New. “We cannot be content,” he said, 
“until appropriate plans are made to restate, 
amend, and enlarge the universal law, and this 
Should be accomplished through conferences, 
embracing all civilized nationals, treating in- 
ternational law as obligatory, and meeting each 
other on an equal footing.” 

The first and most important accomplish- 
ment of such conferences would be to estab- 
lish, in the consciences and thoughts of man- 
kind, a realization of the supremacy of law. 
Concurrently there must be instilled a willing- 
ness to yield to what is admittedly the right, 
rather than to desire and contend for that 
which selfishly might be-deemed the immedi- 
ately desirable or expedient. It is realized that 
it is no simple undertaking to compose and 
compromise divergent human views. In the 
experience of everyone it has been made clear 
that it is not easy to exact, even from an indi- 
vidual, a binding pledge of absolute law observ- 
ance. Self-interest, fear, pride, and all the in- 
sistent urgings which demand the privilege of 
shaping human conduct, join, in the unceasing 
warfare against the right. In national affairs 
there is met the constant influence of political 
exigency. The gradual spread of democratic 
ideals throughout the world has not made the 
task simpler or easier. 

By some process of education there must be 
brought to the realization of all the civilized 
peoples of the world a sense of their reciprocal 
obligations and an understanding of their re- 
sponsibilities. The proposed conferences may 
well serve as the schools in which these les- 
sons can be taught. It would be well, in the 
estimation of Mr. Hughes, if the representa- 
tives of the nations could assemble and reassert 
those rules of law considered as binding, “if 
they would deliberately retrace the old and 
somewhat overgrown paths of justice; if they 
would explore the uncertain areas in order to 
ascertain how far accord on principle and rule 
is possible; if obstacles raised by purely selfish 
interests were exposed.” 

The amendment and codification of interna- 
tional laws no doubt would make possible, 
sooner than otherwise could he accomplished, 
a general agreement among nations to submit 
their differences:to arbitration. In the absence 
of an established or recognized code there re- 
mains the uncertainty as to what rules or 
standards will be applied in the decision of 
questions submitted. This, more than an un- 
willingness to see controversies settled accord- 
ing to law, no doubt has impeded the more gen- 
eral application of the arbitration theory. As 
Mr. Hughes observed, “In practice, the United 
States does not refuse arbitration of justiciable 
questions, but when a treaty for obligatory 
arbitration is proposed, imagination has con- 
jured up every possibility, and the fact that 
international law has not yet been formulated 
adequately has undoubtedly retarded, and will 
continue to retard, the movement for the obliga- 
tory arbitration of questions which in their 
nature are justiciable.”

Many explanations, ranging from the 
safety razor, that has to a considerable extent 
kept men out of barber shops, to the motion 
picture, blamed for almost everything, have 
been offered, but no one seems wholly satisfac- 
tory. Either, it would appear, the public doesn’t 
care as much for humor as it once did, or the 
quality of laugh-provoking mate*tal furnished 
them has deteriorated. 

There is still, of course, the comic strip with 
alleged jokes, quips and gibes, and the solemn 


column of the professional merry-andrew, who 
grinds out a thousand or more words daily in 
verse or prose that is guaranteed to amuse, 
titillate, uplift or instruct. If humor is, as beauty

Here, as in the 
newspaper “column,” personalities have to a 
great extent taken the place of. wit, humor, 
satire and wholesome fun. Dreary diaries of 
impossible nobodies; dull parodies, and ac- 
counts of uninteresting personal doings, hap-

space. It is not surprising that the average 
reader, invited to enjoy a good laugh, should 
look through what is set before him as the 
cream of American humor, only to ask: “Is the 
joke on me, that I don’t quite see why I should 
read this sort of thing?”

for their raw materials. Appreciation of the 
vital need of forest promotion and preservation 
has grown rapidly in recent years among those 
parts of the population more closely connected 
with products of the woods. It is the general 
mass of the people that must be reached now 
and aroused to the necessity of saving and 
enlarging the forests of the United States for 
the benefit of the whole population. 

Lumber companies, manufacturers of every- 
thing into which wood enters, newspaper and 
book printing establishments, practically all 
industries, because wood is required for build- 
ings, tools, appliances and articles needed for 
distribution of products; everyone interested in 
outdoor activities, in game, in wild life, in water 
resources, in economics and in civic problems, 
will be spurred by immediate self-interest to 
take an active part in the observance of the 
“week” and will endeavor to make it a success. 

The relation of the public to forest fires is 
of vast importance in the general problem. The 
masses of the people seem hardly to realize the 
enormous toll in money loss and human lives 
taken by fires in the woods, or to appreciate 
that most of the conflagrations are due to their 
own thoughtlessness and recklessness. Here 
are a few figures of past fires: 1871, Peshtigo 
fire, Wisconsin, 1,200,000 acres of timber 
burned, lives lost, 1500; Michigan, 1881, acres 
burned, 1,000,000, lives, 138: Phillips fire, Wis- 
consin, 1894, cost over 300 lives; in the same 
vear fire ran over millions of acres in Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin and took 400 lives besides 
devastating eight towns; 1918, the Cloquet fire 
in Minnesota made ashes of $30,000,000 worth 
of timber and other property and cost 400 lives; 
1922, millions of dollars’ worth of timber and 
logging equipment were destroyed in Wash- 
ington and Idaho; 1924, many sections of the 
Pacific coast visited by fires and 500,000 acres 
were burned over in California alone. All these 
losses fall ultimately on the public at large, 
both as to the immediate damage and the in- 
jury that handicaps the future. 

In nearly all instances forest fires, large and 
small, are started by careless campers or heed- 
less visitors. The city dwellers who are flock- 
ing in ever-growing numbers to the woods 
need education in their responsibilities. They 
should learn the etiquette of the forest as well 
as that of citv streets and drawing rooms. They 
should not litter the woods with rubbish anv 
more than thev would throw cans and old 
clothes into the streets at home. Thev should 
not throw matches or ashes in the woods, where 
it may cost millions of dollars and unnumbered 
lives, any more than they would on a host’s 
rugs or table covers. 

Forest fire protection, conservation of the 
woods and planting for the future are of vast 
moment to American civilization, but all these 
efforts will be largely wasted if the people do 
not stop destroying the forests by carelessness 
faster than they can be built up. 
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Cause for rejoicing is the announcement that

The Diary of a 


In the last four weeks I have endeavored to give a 
picture of how things in Europe looked from the point 
of view of people in Geneva, Berlin, Paris’ and London. 
Perhaps this week a few reflections on the meaning .of 
all that I have Seen and heard during this month’s pil- 
grimage through the nations of Burope may not be 
inappropriate. ‘ 

First of -all, I. could not~-help. feeling how deep- 
rooted, and yet how essentially insubstantial, were the 
divisions which keep the people of Europe in these water- 
tight, and suspicious and mutually hostile, compartments. 
The mass of ordinary men and women in the fields and 
streets were very human, very kindly, preoccupied by 
just the same daily cares in every capital and in every 
state. There were many racial distinctions to be observed, 
but they were far less obvious and far less important 
than the common humanity of man, _ 

These same people moved across the Atlantic to the 
United States or Canada, whither millions of their fel- 
lows have gone, would get on together perfectly well and 
never dream of organizing for mtitual strife and war. 
They might differ about political issues, but they would. 
settle such differences by constitutional means, and they 
would accept one another as proper and trustworthy 
members of the same political community. 

> < a 

What keeps them so persistently apart in Europe? 
First, there is the difference in language, for that makes 
intercommunication difficult. Then there are differences 
in tradition and culture. Finally, there is the storied 
memory of national history and achievement, and still 
more the memory of ancient hates and wrongs. If it 
were not for these things, the people of western and 
central Europe, at least, could federate and so attain 
prosperity and internal peace as readily as their cousins 
in North America have done. 

The cheering thing is to remember that all. these 
separating influences are essentially removable. There is 
nothing impossible in learning a common language. In 
fact, English is beginning to be that common language. 
Union does not destroy individuality in racial type or 
national culture. The history of England, Scotland and 
Wales, of French-speaking and English-speaking Canada, 
makes that clear. And the memory of ancient feuds may 
in time become not an estranging but a unifying influ- 
ence, as is the case between North and South in the 
United States today. 

Still, there is no doubt of the strength and depth of 
the divisions in Europe today. There is no use in mini- 
mizing or ignoring them. Their roots go far back in 
history and have got to be dug up and destroyed. Time 
may do something, though, as historical records show, 
it does not promise much. Political idealism will do 


more. 
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immediate future which a political tour in Europe points 
to as being important? 

First, I should place a continuance of the broad 
moral unity between the United States, France and the 
British Commonwealth. They are the powers which 
have stood longest and most firmly for what may be 
called liberal and democratic civilization. It is by no 
means certain that, in Germany and other European 
countries, including even Italy, the people are independ- 
ent and strong enough to prevent the reactionary and 
militarist elements from seizing control once more. Noth- 
ing will more surely deter these elements from re- 
attempting to control the world than the realization that 
the moral unity of the group which defeated their last 
attempt is as strong as ever. If an Anglo-German-French 
guarantee of the Franco-German frontiers can be framed 
so as to remove France’s fears about security; s0 much 
the better. | | a 
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Secondly, the permanent triumph of thé democratic 
forces in Germany, Italy and in all other doubtful states, 
is essential. What matters is that in Europe, as in 
America, France and England, the question of democ- 
racy versus autocracy should cease to be a party question 
because it is the accepted basis of the political life of the 
community. Unless that happens in the next ten years, 
the prospects of lasting stability and peace in Europe will 
not be good. ; 

The true democratization of Germany, of course, must 
depend primarily upon the people themselves. But: other 
nations can help. I think, for instance, that it is essen- 
tial that the Cologne bridgehead should be evacuated, as 
provided for under the Treaty of Versailles, in 1925, if 
Germany fulfills her undertaking to disarm. The German 
fear is that France will never hand back the Rhineland 
to full German‘control. The evacuation of Cologne will 
be proof to the German people that the Treaty is valid 
when it is in favor of Germany no less than when it is 
against her. The failure to evacuate will make them 
believe that the nationalists are right who say that the 
only way in which they will ever recover this part of 
Germany is'to prepare to take it back by force. 
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Finally, Germany ought to enter the League of 
Nations. One of the difficulties in the present situation 
is the almost complete gulf between the allied and the 
German worlds. There is, therefore, much misunder- 
standing between the two. The entry of Germany into 
the League would tend to break down that mutual igno- 
rance and suspicion, and so make confidence and co- 
eperation, instead of maneuver and intrigue, the normal 
basis of relations between all the democracies of Europe. 

One element has been left‘out of this review, and that 
is Russia. Russia is still the great enigma. She is cer-
